Law Will Be in Operation October 1. 


The Wisconsin law regulating 
the 


sale of securities,' popularly known as 
the "blue sky law," becomes effective 
October 1. The railroad commission of 
Wisconsin is the body charged 
with 


the administration of the law, and is 
now preparing blanks to be used 
in 


complying with it. 


The law is in two more or less dis- 


tinct parts, one affecting dealers in 
corporate securities and the other af- 
fecting 
companies which sell 
their 


ow;i securities. In the case of dealers, 
a license from the railroad commis- 
sion is required, while in the case of 
companies 
the 
requirement is that 


certain information regarding the af- 
fairs of the company be submitted to 
tbe commission, and any .company 
which cannot satisfy the commission 
that it is safe and sound and that its 
business is lawful and conducted in a 
lawful manner is t« be excluded from 
doing business in the state. 


Applicants for dealers' licenses will 


be required to show what securities 
they propose 
to deal in and to file 


lists of the agents who are to repre- 
sent them in Wisconsin. These lists 
of securities and of agents are 
to be 


kept up to date, and in addition per- 
iodical reports will undoubtedly be 
required of dealers showing what se- 
curities they have sold in Wisconsin. 
It will not be necessary for agents act- 
ing only on behalf of licensed dealers 
to obtain licenses themselves, since 
the law as recently interpreted by the- 
attorney general contemplates the 
li- 


censing only of the principal and not 
of the agent. 


It is not the intent of the law that 


the private affairs of the dealer should 
be inquired into except as such in- 
quiry may be necessary in isolated 
cases where the integrity of the deal- 
er is doubtful, nor 
will it be neces- 


sary in the case of securities of good 
standing for the commission to make 
an extended investigation before per- 
mitting the dealer to dispose of them 
in the state. 


In the case of companies selling 


their own securities, however, the law 
inceiids a much more searching inves- 
tigtaion. and 
gives 
the 
commission 


board powers of examination. It will 
b<3 necessary to obtain from such com- 
panies statements of their assets and 
liabilities with sufficient description 
of them so that fictitious values can 
be detected. 
It will also bo 
neces- 


sary in case of companies already in 
operation to find out the financial re- 
sults of their operations in the past. 
Their plan of selling 
securities, to- 


gether with commissions to be paid, 
prices to be obtained for tho securi- 
ties, etc., as well as their general plan 
of doing business, will be tbe subject 
of Inquiry.

Propagating Frogs. 


Frog legs may become as ordinary a 


dish as bacon and eggs if the United 
States bureau of fisheries succeeds in 
the propagating plan with which it 
has just started to experiment. At 
the bureau's hatchery at Edenton, 
near- the western end of Albermarle 
Sound, North Carolina, efforts are be 
ing made this spring for the first 
time to discover how frogs may be 
propagated rapidly. 
There is much 


territory in North Carolina, Virginia 
and Maryland, as well as in Indiana 
and some other states, where, in the 
opinion of fish experts, frogs should 
thrive and become so plentiful in the 
course of a few years that they would 
become articles of common diet. 


Horizontal Wireless.

rah for a navy that was admittedly one of the 
best on the seven seas. 


The American navy is still among the best, but 


the ships that were fought by Dev.-cy and by 
Sampson and by Schley are no longer figured in 
the line-up that malces the great fleet under com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Badger one of the most 
powerful fighting organizations the 
world 
has 


ever seen. 


Every one of the famous ships oflSSS is today 


officially admitted to be obsolete, and all of them 
put together would not be as powerful as is the 
giant superdreadnaught Wyoming, or the Arkan- 
sas or the Florida, or the Utah, any one of 
which would be a match for all the ships that 
fought under Dewey and Sampson combined, ir 
such a. test snould he made. 
Just a year ago the then secretary of tho navy, 


George von L. Meyer, publicly called attention to 
the fact that the American navy had more than 
Its full quota of battleships whose day in the 
first line had passed and the places of which 
would have to be taken by more modern ships of 
the Wyoming and Florida classes if the United 
States was to retain its position as the world's 
second naval power. 
The other day the observa- 


tion of the ex-naval secretary was recalled by a 
naval officer in New York, who took pencil and 
"pad and, going back fifteen and twenty and 
twenty-five years, figured out just what the obso- 
lete ships now adorning the naval lists originally 
cost the United States government. 
It was so ridiculously easy, the computation of 


that total value of famous ships that are ready 
to die a naval death of old age. 
The result was. 


astounding, and when at last the navy man wiped 
his brow and announced the result cf that little 
.mathematical feat of his he had proved that the 
value of those ships, some of them still less than 
a dozen years old, reached .the stupendous total 
of 
more than 
$100,000.000, or, to be 
exact, 


$129.932.814. 
Of this $130,000,000 fleet that was, it Is inter- 


esting and in a way sad, to note that it includes 
the Saratoga, the name given Sampson's old flag- 
ship New York when her name was taken so 
that it could be given to the mighty superdread- 
naught New York, now nearing completion in the 
navy yard in Brooklyn: Schley 's flagship, the 
Brooklyn; the Olympia, from the bridge of which 
Dewey. uttered his famous order to. Captain Grid- 
ley "You may fire when ready. Grldley:" the 
Iowa that was "Bob" Evans' ship in 189S; the 
Indiana, and the Massachusetts, sister ships, 
which won fame and glory before Santiago, and 
the Oregon, which won the plaudits of an admir- 
ing world by her great run around the Horn, and 
which In her old age will probably be given the 
honor of being the first American war vessel to

Produces Larger Amount of Feed Par 


Acre Than Any Other Plant. 


The chemical processes that occur iu 


the silo during fermentation make the 
material more digestible. This process 
is supposed to be almost identical with 
the change that takes place iu the first 
stomach of the cow, says the American 
Agriculturist. 
The 'effect is to break 


dowu the Qbrous substance and render 
It more soluble. The effect of feeding 
silage to milk cows is the same as that 
of turning them into a green pasture. 
The silo provides a cheap feed that can 
be used with good results at .any time 
of the rear. 
It prevents the sacrifice 


of young

takes drudgery out of winter feeding. 
and one has only to .make a little in- 
vestigation to find the silo owners well 
satisfied will), the plnu. 


-• Corn is the great silage plant of 
America. It is adapted to a -wide range 
of latitude- and longitude and will pro- 
duce the largest amount of nutritive 
silage per acre of any crop we can 
grow. 
Fifteen to twenty tons of green 


fodder can be grown ou one acre with- 
out difficulty in nearly any part of the 
corn belt. 


Many experiments have shown that 


coru for silage contains the most nu- 
triment 
when the kernels begin to 


glaze or when denting is established 
and before, the lower leaves of the 
plant begin to dry. 
If cut before this 


.period too large 11 percentage of water 
is harvested with the crop, while tbe 
greatest development of food substance 
has not beeu reached by the plant. 


If silage is to be fed with greatest 


satisfaction it . must be sweet and in 
perfect 
condition. 
It is spoiled by 


coming in contact with air. 
fore the silo should not be 


There- 
of too 


great diameter. Not more than eight 
square feet should be allowed for each 
cow to be fed iu winter. 
When feed- 


ing forty pounds of silage per cow a 
layer about oue and a half inches deep 
will be fed off daily. 
When feeding 


in summer It is advisable that the ex- 
posed area be not over,half this size, 
so that a layer three inches deep may 
be used daily. 
No si,lo should be 


larger than twenty to twenty-two feet 
In diameter, because distance from 
the door increases labor of removal. 
To be well proportioned the height of 
a silo should not be more than twice 
the'diameter. 
No silo should be less 


than thirty feet deep, and to get suffi- 
cient depth for a silo uot over twelve 
feet in diameter it may be placed four 
or five feet in the ground. 


Silage will usually be needed about 


200 days, or from about Oct. 20 to 
May 10. Tf we have n herd of thirty 
cows to which we wish to feed silage , 
for 200 days it will not. as a rule. b£ 
well to feed Over forty pounds of.^.1- 
lage daily per bend.
